Joseph Mattson and Richard Armstrong arrived at Seboomook 
Base and met with Chuck Reed in Mr* Mattson' s vehicle off 
base, Mr. Mattson presented Chuck with a letter that had 
been prepared explaining that allegations had been made, and 
suspending his registration with the Soy Scouts of America 
and his employment with Maine National High Adventure. Mr. 
Mattson refunded to Chuck his $5 registration fee. Mr. 
Mattson informed Chuck that the National Office of the Boy 
Scouts of America had been contacted , as well as the civil 
authorities ♦ 

Mr. Armstrong offered to Chuck that he could explain to his 
co-workers that he had something come up and he had to go 
home to take care of it. Chuck asked if he could go to the 
Center in Howiand to say good bye to his friends there. Mr. 
Mattson and Mr. Armstrong indicated that it would not be 
appropriate at this time. 

At this point Mr. Mattson asked it Chuck asked if he had a 
statement, but that he did not expect one. If he had 
anything to say he would listen. He was told if there was an 
inves tigation he would have a chance to give his side of the 
story. Chuck indicated that he had nothing to add . 

At this point Mr . Mattson drove back to the Base and Chuck 
started to gather his belongings in preparation of leaving 
the Base. By 9:00 am Chuck was packed and left the Base.

NOTIFICATION PROCESS 
Notes from Joseph Mattson 



On August 10, 1988 a^^^^Dm^Ri chard Armstrong informed me of the 
allegations that dfiS^iS^ W^^W^ had been sexually abused by Chuck 
Reed when they had been on the overnight white water trip the week 
before. Richard had learned of the allegations the night before 
when he was talking to Pffi^ about a scuffle that had occurred 
earlier in the day on August 9, 

At that point, I had no recourse to start the notification process 
through my supervisors and the national office. I notified Clyde 
S. (Sandy) Bridges at 9:30 am on August 11. 

Sandy suggested the following items be done: 

Dgetting written reports from Russ Capute and Richard 
Armstrong . ^^^^ 

2 ) Do a conference with IfrpMpSl Richard, myself and a minister 
or a priest. Record what was discussed, make a hard copy, and 
have all present s ign it . 

3) Also call Paul Ernst or David Parks in Registration in the 
National Office to help in writing the letter that would be 
hand deliver to Chuck Reed terminating his employment and 
suspension of his BSA registration* 

4) Call Barclay Bollas - Public Relations in the National 
office for a statement to give to the media if they were to 
get a hold of the information* 

5) Call the attorney at Eaton, Peabody, Bradford and Veague 
to learn the reporting procedures for the State of Maine. 



The conference with |BSb3| took place on Aug. 11 with Richard 
Armstrong, Father Stazes, and Joseph Mattson. The report form is 
in the process of being completed on 8/14/88. 

David Parks was called on 8/11/88 to compose letter to give to 
Chuck . Copy of letter enclosed . Delivered to Chuck Reed on

use with the media if needed. Copy of statement enclosed. 

Attempted to call either Tom Johnston or Ted Leonard (lawyers from 
Eaton, Peabody, Bradford, and Veague) but both were unavailable on 
the afternoon of 8/11/88. Clairissa Edelston returned my call on 
8/12/88. Said I needed to contact the Department of Human Services. 

Called the State of Maine Department of Human Services on 8/12/88, 
Talked to Frank Sothard. He called his supervisor. 
Received call back from Kate Karns from the Augusta office of DHS. 
She called state police saying they had the jurisdiction in the 
case since the DHS does not license camps. 
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On the morning of 8/13/88, Chuck Reed was handed the 
suspension/termination letter- Joe Mattson and Richard Armstrong 
witnessed the delivery of the letter. Statement enclosed. 
Chuck departed Seboomook Base 9:30 am. 

On August 17, Joseph Zamboni, Maine State Police interviewed ESS 
to get his statement . Highlights from my discussion with Joe 
Zamboni after the interview are enclosed.

He and I discussed some of the 
background information, I asked him to help with any counseling

minutes vit^g^^ M expla ining why he had to break the promise he 
made with | |. didn't want me to know about the events 

that took place on Aug. 3 and 4. 

Introductions were made. 

Joe Mattson explained to feiyai^ the reason for the meeting would be 
to gather facts to make the formal report, to help him with any 
questions he had, and to help him with any counseling he may need 
at that time, I also explained that I had to report the incident 
to the National office and that they had already been contacted. 
I also felt the civil author-ities would also be contacted but 
didn't know for sure. 

Explained I was preparing a letter suspending Chuck Reed from 
employment with Maine High Adventure and suspending his 
registration with the Boy Scouts of America. 

At th^^point an informal counseling session withpEpffl took place 
with ^^^H expressing his concerns and Father Stazes responding and 
asking questions. 

vas torn between: 1) not telling anybody and 2) reporting 
the incident so this wouldn't happen again to anyone else. By not 
telling anybody of very few people he could suppress the incident 
and just get on with life. If it was reported then lots of people 
would have to know causing embarrassment for him and his family 
with possible court cases and newspaper stories. 

He has big concerns about family and friends finding out at home 
and ruining his "reputation" and having the embarrassment of the 
incident bearing down on him.

On August 3, Chuck Reed and |Ea}B|5^^ left Hovland at 7:00 to

Enroute they 
stopped at McDonalds in Dover / Foxcroft for breakfast and at 
another store to buy beer. Upon arrival at Seboomook, they loaded 
a canoe and equipment but since it vas ra^i^jq they decided to vait 
avhile before driving to Old Roll Dam. Eggjg vent up to the staff 
lounge in the hous^^ea^^aogzin^M vith some of the 

other staff. gSHBSglEWggl^^ Yr r e all on base ^ 

Chuck vent up to his room to sleep. 

After lunch, Chuck and BSSgg l left for Old Roll Dam. They dropped 
the canoe off at the put in spot and then drove to the Maine 
.Forest Service fee camping site to leave the vehicle. This site 
is also the take out point. A Seboomook coed crev vas camping 
there and preparing to do a part of the river also. They talked 
a vhile vith them before hiking up the road to vhere they had left 
the canoe. 

Before starting to paddle, Chuck vent over the various canoe 
strokes and procedures to use in doing vhite vater canoeing. They 
then proceeded to paddle the length of Roll Dam. After doing Fish 
Falls of Roll Dam, they vatched the coed crev going through Fish 
Falls and talked vith them more. They talked about camping at the 
fee site but Chuck said he knev of a another site not to far avay. 
They drove to the Burbank camp site and camped in the farthest of 
the 2 sites. 

They lit a fire, cooked dinner - hot dogs, chips, etc., drank some 
of the beer, and just talked. As it got dark and the bugs came out 
they go^n the tent. They played cards for avhile and drank more 
beer. |gS!^l vas tired and fell asleep. 
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(Up to this point no suspicious behavior or comments had been 
noticed or made . ) 




Sometime that night ^.t^ was awakened vith Chuck f s hand inside 
_J bathing suit fondling his penis . SSsaSa stated he vas 
scared and not sure what to do. Chuck stop ped and ^^^B pretended 
to be still asleep but about to wake up. j ^ ^ ^j rolled over and 
changed position to be less vulnerable then fell back asleep* 

Was awakened again - Chuck had partially lowered^^^H suit and 
touching both the penis and the buttocks. 111111 pretended to be 
asleep but moved around again like he vas waking up. Chuck 
stopped again. 

In the morning - voke up early(6:00 to 7:00) got out of the 

tent and walked down to the water. Did a lot of thinking such as 
"beat the hell out of him and take the car to get out of there."

IgSgHS started to pack things up suggesting ways to hasten getting 
out of there and back to Seboomook base. Got the car packed and 
started back to the base. There had been talk the da^before of 
trying to run part of Roll Dam for a second time but PP jjl didn't 
want to now. Chuck was also speeding very fast on the way back 
to Seboomook base. 

They arrived back at base. (jg^JI vent to th e loung e, and started 
reading a magazine. Chuck wanted to know if Miilll wanted to take 
a shower. said not now. Chuck went to get towels. After 

a while MM^ zi went to take a sshower hoping Chuck wouldn't show up. 
Chuck showed upand watched undress the rest of the way. This 

really pissed ^^Hoff. Both took showers separately. 

They left Seboomook for Howland . tried staying awake on the 

way back but dozed off bef or^cretting to Dover/Foxcrof t . He was 
awakened by Chuck's hand on ^^^ ^ crotch. Once awakened, 
Chuck moved his hand away quickly.

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REPORT FROM THE MAINE STATE POLICE 



On August 17, D etective Joseph Zamboni, Maine State Police 
interviewed ^^^H to get his statement. After his interview he 
reviewed the situation with me. 

In this case, |§ytj5jelj as the victim is considered an adult. (If he 
had been the instigator he would have been considered a youth . ) 
Charles Reed could be charged with either simple assault or 
unlawful sexual assault. Both are Class D misdemeanor charges. 

The District Attorney won't extradite people for Class D 
misdemeanor charges. He may issue a warrant for his arrest and if 
Chuck returns to Maine and gets picked up for traffic violation 
then he could be arrested at that time. 

If arrested, tried, and found guilty the offense is punishable by 
11 months in jail per incident . 

The Maine State Police will contact the police in the St. Louis 
area to let them know what occurred out here. The information 
collected here could be used as evidence in a trial in Missouri 
if Chuck was arrested there on similar charges. I gave the 
detective Chuck Reed's home addresses and other information out of 
his employment file.
